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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by

The applied reference has two common inventors with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Quistgaard discloses a combined pulse wave and 
continuous wave Doppler beamformer application specific integrated circuit (abstract, 
[0017], [0052]) 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Knell et al. 
U.S. Patent No. 6,3gfl,381. 

Regarding claim 3 Knell discloses a diagnostic ultrasound system and method for 
providing temporally accurate EKG data with imaging. Knell discloses: 

1) An ultrasound system application specific integrated circuit (US-ASIC). Many 
of the processes and hardware components are divided into ultrasound subsystems. 
Each subsystem is typically implemented with an ASIC. The ASIC is designed to 
perform a particular process. The processes are determined in part as a function of the 
system architecture or ASIC based design (column 1, lines 15-24). 

2) A transducer controller (1 2 - Figure 1 ) 

3) One or more digital signal processors (20, 22 - Figure 1) 

4) Plurality of input-output channels (column 37, lines 45-63) 
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5) Power control system (406, 426 - Figure 4E) 



6) A transducer (15- Figure 1) 



7) A user interface (26 - Figure 1 )
